To a man who has no money there are 


several ways to got it—namely: 


(a) Beg it 
(b) Steal it. 
(c) Borrow it 
. 


(d) Secure it by gift 
(c) Trade something for it. 
If we are to beg for it, we might jnst 


M well do the best wo can. Therefore a 
dollar based on a gold standard la better 
than a 10 to 1 silver dollar, which today 
is worth about 63 cents intrinsically. 


If wo are to steal it, we want the best. 


A thief who would nteal a silver dollar 
In preference to a gold dollar would be 
acquitted on the ground that he was in- 
sane. 


If we borrow it, wo want that kind of 


money which will go farthest, for so we 
san get along with a smaller loan. 
Therefore a gold dollar is better to bor- 
row than a 16 to 1 silver dollar. 


If we are to secure it by gift, certainly 


we should not depreciate that which vro 
rtre about to receive. 


This brings us to e, which is the 


way most money is obtained. A perti- 
nent question for each of us to ask at 
thin time is, What have I got to trade 
for money which I want? It may be 
labor; it may be a horee or cow; it may 
be lumber or shingles; it may be a saw- 
mill. At the present time we can trade 
any of the above and get a gold dollar 
for every dollar's worth of value, as may 
be agreed upon between buyer and sell- 
er. We can get a dollar which is worth 
a dollar anywhere and everywhere. 


Now, 
your labor or horse or cow or 


lumber or mnchineiy will be worth just 
as much, or nearly, as much, nest year 
as it is this, but if we have free coinaga 
at 16 to 1 will the dollar which you got 
in trade be worth as much a» the dollar 
you can get now? Whnt will that be 
worth? Oan yon tell? It may be worth 
68 cents or more or less. One day this, 
one day that, but can any one tell! 
These are all pertinent questions, and, 
when carefully considered, mast guide 
us in voting at tbe next election in No- 
vember, and do not lose sight of the fact 
that if all tbe silver in the world ii 
coined into money yon cannot get a oent 
of it except by a, b, o, d or e, above re- 
ferred to.—Lumber Trade Journal. 


With free coinage of silver at the ra> 


tio of 16 to 1 every mine in the world 
would be worked to its fullest capacity 
and the entire output dumped at our 
mints. Why? Because for «wery $9.94 
of silver bullion our government would 
give the owner f 16.60—a net profit of 
$8.66 upon 16 ounces. Who would 
blame the millionaires who own silver 
mines for making this money? Common 
people will be forced to take from the 
rich mine owner a dollar at 100 cento 
whose intrinsic value is about 63 cento 
and whose purchasing value Is never 
higher than its intrinsic value.—Rich 
mondville (N. Y.) Phoanix, . . .

The Boston 
primaries went 
overwhelmingly for 


Crane. Western Massachusetts was solid 
for him and throughout other parts of tbe 
state tbe sentiment toward him was suf 
'fluently strong to make his nomination a 
certainty. 


In tho first Congressional district tho 


sentiment for A. B. Wright was so em- 
phatic as to leave no question regarding 
the result. 
His warmest friends could 


not have asked for a more flattering sup- 
port for him than was given, his most 
sanguine supporters could not have hoped 
for more. At the present writing we can- 
not learn of a single delegate against him 
from Berkshire, where Malone had made 
such a fight and where his peculiar meth- 
ods and supporters it was claimed would 
accomplish so much for the Franklin 
man. 


In addition to a practically if not an ab- 


solutely solid Berkshire delegation be will 
have nearly all the other delegates out- 
aide of Franklin county excepting the 
Holyoke delegates who are for Merrlck 
for first choice and Wright for sec- 
ond. Wright 
may also have some 


delegates from Franklin, 
though he 


has not returned any of the frequent,none 
to friendly or courteous calls made into 
his own district by the ambitions Frank- 
lin oindiate. A solid Berkshire delega- 
tion of itself would be sufficient to nomi- 
nate Wright, but he will have a hand- 
Some support outside of his own district 
as the TRANSCRIPT predicted and his re' 
nomination is assured.

DUforenee of Opinion a* to Whether ths 


M. Jane* QueUe'* SuMTestioo-Wns In- 


spired by the Britten. Government 


To Ascertain On* Feelings. 


Lo-4on, Sept. 17r—The editorial pub- 


lished yesterday in the St. James 
Gazette suggesting an alliance of 
England, the United States and Italy 
in a now dreibund for the purpose oi 
holding the sultan in check, hat 
aroused widespread discussion here, 
both among the people and the news- 
papers. Although this is not the first 
time that this or similar projects have 
been suggested, it has stirred up much 
excite ment. Those who are in favor ot 
the downfall of the Turk and yet fear 
the other European powers in case Eng- 
land should alone attempt to accom- 
plish the desired object, believe the 
scheme is entirely practicable. They 
point out that, with the assistance of 
so great a nation as the United States, 
England could defy all the countries 
of Europe. On the other hand, those 
who look asku.ioe at the enormous 
power of their cousins across the 
water and their growing influence in 
the political affairs of the old world, 
are not at all favorably inclined to 
such a plan. They prefer, rather, to 
hold to n hat Lord Salisbury recently 
termed the principle of "England's 
splendid isolation," and claim that all 
alliances bring with them responsi- 
bilities which they do not care to as- 
sume. They also say that even if the 
government proposed the plan to the 
officials at Washington, it would be in- 
stantly rejected, because it is simply 
the old scheme of an Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance brought up to date 
and with some new features added. 
It is not generally believed here in 
well-informed circles that the govern- 
ment inspired the article, although 
some <5f not hesitate to say that, in 
virw of the growing manifestations of 
popular feeling that the sultan should 
be deposed, the article may hare- been 
put forth as a feeler to discover the 
concensus of opinion in America as re- 
flected in the press of that country and 
to ascertain just how far the oitisene, of 
the United States would go in assist- 
ing England to depose Abdul Hamld 
in the event that the British govern- 
ment should decide to take such a 
course, despite the apparent opposi- 
tion of the continental powers. Oppo- 
nents of the scheme also claim that 
there is much ill-feeling in the United 
Stateii toward this country and a corre- 
sponding measure of affection for both 
France and Russia, which has become 
historical. They point out, moreover, 
that Italy, in her present condition, is 
almost useless as an ally, especially 
since the news of the humiliating terms 
of peace imposed upon her by King 
Menelek of Abyssinia has caused her 
another great loss of prestige in the , 
cabinets of even her firm allies, Aus- 
tria and Germany.

ACCIDENT OR SUICIDE? 


Much Mystery Surrounds the Death of J. 


Morton Hall. 


Pittsburg, Sept. 17.—J. Morton Hall 


died at his residence in Allegheny yes- 
terday from the effects of a pistol shot 
which passed through his body, near 
the heart. Much mystery surrounds 
the shooting; his wife maintaining that 
it was the result of accident, but others 
maintain the suicide theory. The shoot- 
ing occurred while Mr. Hall was alone in 
the basement of his house. He ran up 
stairs to his bedroom and died within 
five minutes. Mr. Hall was 51 years 
of age. For many years he was gen- 
eral agent of the Allegheny Valley 
Railway company. In recent years he 
has been prominently identified with 
several of the largest coal producing 
companies in western Pennsylvania 
and in the Hocking valley. He leaves 
a widow and three children.

THE LABRADOR FISHERY. 


Latest Reports Confirm Previous Stories 


of Almost Complete Failure. 


St. Johns, N. F., Sept. 17.—The latest 


Labrador reports confirm the failure of 
the fishery, which is now practically 
over, ending one of the worst catches 
ever recorded. 
Numbers of vessels 


have returned home, having abandoned 
the fishery, and their crews are now 
seeking employment upon the railway 
in order to secure enough food to carry 
them over the winter. It is feared that 
considerable destitution will exist in 
the northern portion of the island next 
winter owing to the failure of the 
fishery. The bark Salina will make 
another attempt to reach Greenland.

Prominent Englishmen Decline To Attend 


the Autl-Sultan meeting-. 


London, Sept. 17.—Lord Hugh Rich- 


ard Heathcote Cecil, fifth son of the 
Marquis of Salisbury and member ot 
the house of commons for Greenwich, 
has written a letter expressing his re- 
gret at his inability to attend the anti- 
sultan meeting in London, adding: "It 
would be dangerous and misleading to 
the Armenians if we made them believe 
that England alone can save them. 
We cannot hope to sare them until the 
feeling abroad approaches the excite- 
ment here." Sir Charles Dilke has 
written a long, reasoning letter, in 
which he says that if Great Britain 
shall go to war she will also plunge 
India, Canada and Australia into war, 
possibly without their concent.
